Abortion for Minors Ruled On 


NEW YORK - Officials of city, hospi- 


tals announced Friday abortions will be 
performed on minors if the patient is 
married, "emancipated," or at least 1? 
years old. A spokesman for the City Hos- 
pital Corporation said by "emancipat- 
ed," authorities meant a girl "who is 
self supporting or living away from 
home under such circumstances that she 
makes most of her own decisions." He 
said doctors also will be instructed to 
perform abortions on minors with or 
without parental consent if the pregnan- 
cy "endangers the physical or mental 
health of the patient." Girls who do not 
belong to any of these categories will 
need parental consent. 


More Unemployment Predicted 


WASHINGTON - Labor Secretary- 


Designate James Hodgson has predicted 
unemployment may reach 5.6 per cent of 
the work force, adding a half million 
persons to the 4.1 million reported job- 
less last month. Hodgson*s forecast was 
the highest peak figure for unemploy- 
ment any administration official has yet 
cited. Andrew Brinimer, a member of 
the Federal Reserve Board, said last 
week the rate might go as high as 5.5 
per cent.

Park Newport Apartments Offer Spectacular View 


; A 50-acre baysidef site in Newport Beach has been 


transformed into a "total environment" community, 
1,302-imit Park Newport Apartments, which opens its $12 
million first phase this weekend. 


* Interest in the development has been intense as con- 


struction progressed. Park Newport Apartments are lo- 
cated at Jamboree Road and San Joaquin Hills Road, 
just west of the Newport Center Financial Plaza. 


* Latest in a series built by developer Gerson Bakar, 


the community combines apartments, townhouses, pools, 
gardens, recreation and spectacular views of bay, har- 
bftr and'ocean. All these elements are designed together 
to create a Unique environment — an apartment house 
within a park. 


', Bakar pioneered this concept in 1965 when he 


opened Woodlake in San Mateo, a $15-million, 994-unit 
complex set, in a six-acre park with an artificial lake 
and a $500,000 recreation center. As Business Week said 
in a feature article in its March 14 issue: "Many build- 


ers credit San Francisco developer Gcrspn Bakar with 
starting this trend*" 


BAKAR'S PHILOSOPHY, EXPRESSED in all his 


developments, is that people shouldn't have to wait for 
retirement to enjoy leisure living. 


"We have tiled to achieve two tilings at Park New- 


port," he said. 


"The first objective was to take a dramatically-situ- 


ated, but otherwise ordinary, piece of bluff land; re- 
claim it from its chaparral and dirt, and make it into a 
garden for living. 


"The second is to provide'people with a complete, 


diversified way of life, while they are at the right age to 
enjoy it to the full, each in his own way." 


Planning for recreation at Park Newport has been a 


huge undertaking, for, in addition to the $750,000 Spa 
there are seven tennis courts and a pro'shop, with a 
complete tennis program; putting greens; a playground 


for visiting children; and eight swimming pools includ- 
ing a therapeutic pool; 70 per cent of the BO-acre site is 
devoted to outdoor recreation, gardens and parks. 


The Spa, which overlooks the harbor and ocean 


view, contains sauna baths, locker and dressing rooms, 
showers, gymnasium, paddleboard courts, snack area, 
TV viewing theatre, meeting rooms, a billiard room and 
a large main lounge. 


A kitchen is available'for special events. Recreation- 


al programs will be similar to those at Bakar's northern 
California projects, Woodlake, Northpoint and Oak 
Creek." 


At Oak Creek, for example, in addition to tennis 


tournaments, swim teams and paddleball tourneys, 80 
events were held in March, 1970, a typical month. 


THESE INCLUDED WEEKLY CLASSES in yoga, 


slim-trim, ballroom dancing, jogging, life drawing and 
duplicate bridge, residents' parties, an art show, several 


lectures, a theatre party, a charity tea and an Easter 
egg hunt. 


Rentals at Park Newport Apartments range from 


$175 for a bachelor to $450 for a three-bedroom, two-sto- 
ry lownhousc. The project is designed for couples and 
families wilh children from 15 up — the minimum age. 


Open for inspection are five model apartments, with 


Interiors by the decorating staff of Robinson's Fashion 
Island store. 


Among the features of the apartments are radiant 


celling heat; self cleaning ovens; bars in most apart- 
ments; cable and closed-circuit TV, with many special 
programs; laundry lounges; intercom-controlled lobbies 
and security patrol; and optional maid service. All 
townhouses will have fireplaces and wet bars. Tenants 
will have a choice of several carpet colors, and coordi- 
nated selections of wallpaper for kitchens and baths. 
Park Newport Apartments are an all-electric project.

A new drug that alleviates the symptoms of Parkin- 


son's disease (shaking palsy) is available to physicians 
for prescription imthe Long Beach area. 


This was disclosed Friday during a medical lecture 


in St. Mary's Hospital. 


Dr. Albert Kakkis, director of neurology at the hos- 


pital, said the drug, L-dopa; is available in tablet or 
capsule form under the trade names Dopar and Larodo- 
pa. 


The U.S. Food and Drug Administration recently ap- 


proved marketing applications of. two pharmaceutical 
manufacturers. 


The compound is also known by the generic name of 


Relief of muscular rigidity and slowness of move- 


ment comes first. Gait disturbance then improves. 
Eventually, the "pill-rolling" tremors that characterize 
the disorder begin to respond to the drug. 


Improvement of speech and of drooling also occurs, 


he reported. 


Dr. Kakkis said that a relatively new anlt-influenza 


drug, amantadine (Symmctrel), also has been found to 
aid victims of Parkinson's disease. 
: 


The drug is used most often in combination with L- 


dopa, he said. Amantadine, given by itself, doesn't al- 
ways exert a long-lasting effect, he explained. 


Meanwhile, other authorities are praising L-dopa, 


considered a major pharmaceutical advance. 


Dr. Charles C. Edwards, U.S. Food and Drug Com- 


missioner, said L-dopa "shows promise of being one of 
levodopa. 


Dr. Kakkis, who conducted experimental studies of 
the major drug discoveries of recent years, 


the drug prior to its licensing for general use, de- 
scribed his experiences for St. Mary's Hospital doctors 
in an illustrated lecture.

L-dopa does not therefore lose its potency as Is 
the case with other drugs." 


Dr. Cotxias has been treating patients with the com- 


pound for six years. 


Dr. Cotzias continues; 
"The strongly suggestive piece of evidence is that, 


regardless of the degree of improvement, we no longer 
seem to get the inexorable deterioration of Parkinson's 
disease which our patients had been showing prior to re- 
ceiving L-dopa and while receiving other medications."

Some people think them- 


selves into failure. Others 
think themselves into suc- 
cess. 


Too many people have a 


tendency to say negative- 
ly, "I can't do it, so why 
try." In so doing they are 
actually expecting to fail. 
Charles Dickens once ti- 
tled a book "Great Expec- 
tations," which of course 
is 
the frame of mind 


which leads to success; 
provided, of course, you 
expect success. 


Things go better when 


you expect the best. The 
reason is that such expec- 
tation tends to free you 
from self-doubt. And self- 
doubt 
is 
probably 
the 


greatest contributor to hu- 
man failure. When you get 
free from self-doubt, the 
mind is able to put all its 
power behind the will to 
succeed. No resistance can 
stand in the way of the 
man who focuses his en- 
tire self on a goal and 
keeps the pressure going. 


WHEN EVERY physical 


an<J mental resource is fo- 
cused, 
one's powers to 


solVe a problem multiply 
tremendously. 
There 
is 


even a word for this. It is 
called "synergism." Now, 
that's a really complicated 
word and it's becoming 
popular with modern sci- 
entists. All it means, real- 
ly, is that the actions of 
two or more substances, 
which could not achieve a 
desired result individually, 
can, when they are used 
together, become capable 
of effects that each one 
alone could not produce. 


gut it is not all that 


new. Long before the word 
was applied to modern sci- 
ence, it was used in theolo- 
gy !to express the fact that 
with Divine help plus your 
own, you could overcome 
e n o r m o u s 
difficulties 


which 
otherwise 
might 


overwhelm 
the 
average 


human being. It means 
simply that people are of- 
ten: defeated, not because 
they lack ability, but be- 
caiise they try to "go it 
alone." If they add nega- 
tive expectation, they're 
out.

WASHINGTON - Frank R o b i n s o n 


equalled two major league records, when 
he walloped grand slam homers in con- 
secutive innings Friday night as the Bal- 
timore Orioles stunned the Washington 
Senators, 12-2. 


Robinson hit his first bases-loaded ho- 


mer as an American Leaguer in the fifth 
inning off Joe Coleman to boost Balti- 
more to a 5-0 lead. He connected for his 
second grand slam in the sixth against 
Joe Grzenda as the Orioles added five 
more runs, 


Robinson is the third man in baseball 


history to hit bases-loaded homers and 
drive in a total of eight runs in succes- 
sive innings. Jim Gentile-did it for the 
Orioles in 1961 and Jim Northrop accom- 
plished the feat for the Detroit Tigers in 
1968. 


Robinson's homers were his 13th and 


14th of the season. The grand slams ran 
his career total to seven, but were his 
first with the Orioles. The others were 
with the Cincinnati Hods. 


On the strength of Robinson's slug- 


ging, Dave McNally coasted to his llth 
win of the year with a seven-hitter. It 
marked the seventh consecutive time 
McNally has beaten the Senators since 
Sept. 12, 1968 and raised his lifetime rec- 
ord against Washington to 7 wins and 4 
losses. 


Rick Reichardt homered for Washing- 


ton in the seventh and ninth innings. 


Robinson's home run feat o v e r s h a d- 


owed the performance of teammate Don 
BiiforcJ, who collected a homer and three 
singles for the Orioles.

THINK OF THE tilting 


phenomenon when you set 
out shrubs near the garden 
or house wall but think of 
it in a slightly different 
way. 
Think of the dark 


background for container 
plants, then observe the 
shrub in the container. 
You'll notice it may be 
bushier on one side than 
the other. Face the bush- 
ier side towards the wall, 
or towards the north, if it 
Is being planted in the 
open ground, so the thin- 
ner-branched side faces to 
the south. Unless heavy 
prevailing 
winds 
come 


from the south, that poor 
side of the bush facing to- 
wards the most light fills 
out more evenly, and bal- 
ances the shape of that 
whole shrub. Should you 
face the poor side towards 
the dark background, tho 
shrub becomes more one- 
sided. 


Now, 
let's get back to 


the rose discussion again. 
Several times readers of 
our columns have asked us 
how to start roses from 
seeds. This is how to do it. 


Harvest 
tho rose-hips 


seed pods, after they have 
changed from green to or- 
ange color, but before they 
have dried. 


Remove the seeds from 


. the "apple" — the round 


hard seed pod. Some gar- 
deners 
plant the seeds 


right away. Others put the 
seeds In a tight jar in the 
refrigerator compartment 
where dairy products are 
kept (not in the freezer) 
and leave them for 30 
days. 


Plant them like any oth- 


er seeds you start in flats. 
Fifty per cent sprout with- 
in 60 days. Transplant the 
sprouted plants.

Periodic Turning Helps Plant Stay Even 


JOBS TO DO NOW 


Dandelion in dichondra lawn can be eradicated 


witli one of the 2-4-D herbicides that kill broad leaf 
weeds. Warning: (dichondra being a broad leaf 
lawn substitute is a broad leaf weed to the 2-4-D 
herbicide. If it is applied as per directions on the 
herbicide container label, it would kill out the di- 
chondra!) Yet, if you carefully apply that herbi- 
cide as we suggest, you'll eradicate only the dan- 
delion. A day or so after the dichondra lawn has 
been well watered, apply the herbicide 100 per cent 
strong through an oil squirt can. Flatten the dan- 
delion weed leaves outward and downward to ex- 
pose Its center. Squirt four to six drops of the 
weed control into the center of the mature dande- 
lion weed. Apply fewer drops to the young dande- 
lion weed. Don't water the dichondra for several 
days. Four to five days later the weed dies com- 
pletely.

The graft branch may be 
too thick. A thinner one 
grows faster.

Penn Central was the

The Dow Jones industrial average, up more than 36 


points the previous week, surrendered most of the gain. 
The closely watched barometer of 30 selected blue chips 
plunged 32.59 to 687.84. Other broadly based indicators 
also took a stiff pounding. 


A federal judge gave the nation's largest railroad 


the green light to reorganize under the federal bank- 
ruptcy laws after the Defense Department withdrew 
from a plan to guarantee up to $200 million in bank 
loans to help the company out of its financial bind. 


ANALYSTS said the market's reaction "was largely 


emotional," even though a liquidity problem exists. 


One editorialist said "it is an exaggeration to call 


the liquidity problem a 'crisis,' at least in tho manner 
that some people are carrying on about it, but the fact 
that trouble exists is manifest." 


Secretary of Transportation John A. Volpe said tha 


Nixon Administration will continue to press for passage 
of legislation to provide government loans for financially 
troubled railroads. "If the Penn Central goes down," the 
secretary said, "others will suffer and possibly bring 
about a complete collapse of our railroad picture." 


Volpe noted, too, that the Central Railroad of New 


Jersey also has sought federal financial assistance. The 
road, currently in receivership, is awaiting approval 
from the Interstate Commerce Commission to merge 
with tho Norfolk & Western and the Chesapeake & Ohio 
Railroads. 


The rail group in general felt the backlash from the 


Penn Central problems, although other major stock 
groups, including oils, electronics, and motors, also en- 
countered heavy selling pressure.

to 66.05 on the 1,731 issues crossing the tape. There were 
l,v!7 declines, 217 advances; 339 new lows, 10 new highs.
